field, Aurora and Monett. 


After Godfrey and Crater had been 


lynched the mob broke into the ar- 
mory, siezed the guns and ammuni- 
tion ana., commenced a general at- 
tack on the negroes.

on the ^streets. 
.Several houses were 


set on flre and the mob refused to al- 
low the fire department to quench 
the flames.
